Signed by Herbert Knox Smith, com- I 
mis-doner of corporations, the report 
makes no recommendations and is al­ 


most wholly narrative in form. 
Mr Sm ith declares that restriction I 
cf competition was a prime object of I 
th* organization of th** steel curara- 1 
tion, or so called “ trust.” 
Capitalized at l l . 402,000,000 the cor- 1 
potation, 
he 
asserta, 
had 
tangible 
property worth only 1682,000,000 
By 
a constant reinvestment of earnings, I 
however, the report points out, much 
of the "w ater’’ in the company Las 
he* n eliminated. 
'l'h« steel corporation now owns *.» 
per cent of the lake ores, having re­ 
cently concentrated its efforts to s* - 
curing those properties. 
On this point 
th* 
report says: 
“ Indeed, in so far us the steel cor­ 
poration’s position in entire iron and 
steel 
industries 
is of 
monopolistic i 
c haracter, it is chiefly through its con­ 
trol of ore holdings and the transpor- J 
tat ion of ore.” 
In his letter of submittal to the 
president th** commissioner covers in 
condensed style practically every fea­ 
ture of the report.

The corporation controls 75 per cent 
of the available ore and because of 
this and its control of the transpor­ 
tation facilities in the ore district oc­ 
cupies a commanding position iu the 
steel industry.

W ith riot more than a doxen set 
speeches in prospect and with eight 
hour sessions of the si mite on the 
program to hasten action many of the 
senators count upon a vote before the 
end of Ju ly and Senator Smoot holds 
to his original prediction of en ad 
journment of congress bv that date. 
W hen the senate adjourned after 
three hours of anti-reciprocity speech 
making by Senators (lam bie and Cum­ 
mins there was an understanding that 
there would be no further effort at 
legislation until after Ju ly I and that 
when business is resumed there will 
be no cessation until final adjourn­ 
ment. 
The most formidable speech still to 
be made is that of Senator La Follette. 
He 
will 
present 
his long promised 
tariff amendments to the reciprocity 
bill and will talk for three or four 
days, discussing the tariff even more 
than reciprocity. 
Th se amendments 
will be in the nature if a substitute 
for all other tariff suggestions. 
The Wisconsin senator is now in se­ 
clusion and, with the assistance of a 
number of experts, is preparing elabo­ 
rate data in support of his measure. 
The only speeches promised in sup­ 
port of the reciprocity bill w ill be 
made by Senators Stone of Missouri 
and Burton of Ohio. 
In addition to 
Senator La Follette, Senators ( ’lapp, 
Bristow, (Donna, Nelson, Bailey, Sim ­ 
mons and others w ill be heard, but 
none except La Follette and possibly 
Bristow will talk at great length. 
W ith reciprocity disposed of it is 
not believed that the session w ill be 
greatly prolonged.
